THE OLDEST 


A House Built in ttoe Century's 


Earliest Days. 


Occupied a» n Residence for N< arly a 


Ceiitnry—An Interesting Account of 


That Fifth Street I.OB House By 


Hon. George Waller Who Was 


Horn In It. 


The article in Thursday's Times in 


reference to the repair of the old house 
on Fifth street, drew some very inter- 
esting reminiscences form Hon. Geo. 
Waller, ex-mayor of Portsmouth. 
His 


history of the house shows it to be 
probably the oldest house in the city 
now occupied. It was built at a time 
when lots in Portsmouth were given to 
those who would erect houses on them. 
Mr. Waller and older brothers and sis- 
ters were born in the house, which was 
at that time not a new one. 


It stood originally on Front street on 


tho lot between tho residences of Dr. A. 
A. Titus and Win. Burt. 
Back in the 


earliest days of the present century 
Henry Massie, the owner of the land 
on which tho city now stands, gave 
that lot, or tract of laud to a man 
named ..Cunningham. 
In 1805 he 


erected a.log house there and lived in 
it about five years. At that time Dr. 
Thomas Waller,, father of Mr, George 
Waller, was tho first and - only regular 
physician in this section. Mr. Cun- 
ningham became indebted to] him in 
tho sum of about §300 and in 1810 
turned the house over as payment for 
the debt and taking tip his residence on 
a boat, floated down the river. 
Dr. 


Waller 
weather-boarded the house, 


built an addition, and fixed it up gen- 
erally, occupying it until his death in 
1828. 
Airs. Waller died ten years later 


and the family occupied the house for 
several years of torwards. 


In tho early '40's Elias and Joshua 


Borbee bought the house and moved it 
to its present site on the south side of 
West Fifth street, a few doors from 
Court. Tho lot was school property and 
is held under a perpetual lease. 
The 


logs were all numbered and taken down 
for removal and replaced in their origi- 
nal positions after they had been moved. 
Siuco that time it has changecljowner- 
ship numerous times and has had in- 
numerable tenants. It has been re- 
weather-boarded, additions'built to it 
and remodeled internally. The present 
remodeling revealed in part the origi- 
nal log structure as it appeared nearly 
a century ago. • 


Mr. Waller, now 7S years of age, 


read the little item in 
Thursday's 


Times and today visited the old house. 
Tho memories it recalled may better be 
conjectured than stated, and 
were 


doubtless varied and interesting.

Next 
Week—Some Intereatiug 


Facts About It. 


The long distance telephone is a sure 


go. Before the autumn leaves begin to 
fall, Portsmouth people will be talking 
over the wires to their New York, Bal 
timore, Chicago and Cincinnati friends. 


The project has been talked of for 


some time and has been almost assured. 
Col. Floyd L. Smith, manager of the 
local 
telephone 
exchange, received 


notice today that estimates for the 
work had been approved and he is au- 
thorized to commence the preliminary 
work immediately. 
A man will be 


sent out Monday to secure the right of 
way and the privilege of trimming the 
trees along the route. 
He will be fol- 


lowed by the tree trimmers and pole 
men and the work will be pushed ahead 
rapidly. 
The order provides that it 


must be completed by September 30th, 
but it will probably be finished a 
month, or two months, before that 
date. 
The line is to run from Ports- 


mouth to Jackson, to which point the 
long distance line has already been 
built. The route will be from this city 
to Sciotoville and from there to either 
South Webster or Harrisonville, and on 
to Jackson. The estimate provides for 
1,250 
25-foot cedar poles, about 35 to 


the mile, and 80 miles of copper wire, 
It will be what is known as a metallic 
circuit, the circuit being completed 
by double wire, instead of groitnd con- 
nections at each end as in the ordinary 
telephones. 
The line will cost about 


$12,000. In addition 
the proposed 


line to Ironton will also very likely be 
built this summer, running over the 
same poles to Sciotoville . and from 
there direct to Ironton. 
^ Stations will be established wherever 
there is a demand for them. 
Every 


patron of the local exchange can have a 
long distance receiver and transmitter 
in his own office or residence and pub- 
lic phones will .be placed wherever 
desired. 
The line will be of great ben- 


efit to the city. In addition to connec- 
tions with the large cities named above, 
we can call up Sciotoville, Harrison- 
ville or 
South Webster, whichever 


route may be taken, Jackson,Columbus, 
Cincinnati, etc. 
The proposed Ironton 


line would give communication with 
that city and intervening points. 
A 


schedule of rates has not yet been 
adopted but the customary charge for 
long-distances is at the rate of a cent a 
mile for a five minutes talk. 
This 


would make the rate to New York 
about $7 for a five minutes talk, to 
Chicago about $5, to Columbus, about 
$1. The nearer poihts^would cost at a 
little higher rate, Sciotoville [15 cents, 
Jackson 50 cents, etc. 


The rate to New York , for instance, 


$7 for five minutes, may seem high, 
but a business matter might be ar- 
ranged as satisfactorily in a five min- 
utes talk as it could be by a personal 
visit to that city, in which case it 
would be much cheaper. The connec- 
tion with the smaller cities will be of 
great benefit and convenience and the 
line, will no doubt prove successful and 
popular.
